Wawirka said, "The recent a- 
mendmcnl to the state rabies 
control, law allowing owners of 
vaccinated animals to impound 
their dogs in their home does 
not apply in Lake County." Quot- 
ing Section 5 of the county dog 
ordinance Wawirka said, "When- 
ever any person has been bitten 
by a dog or other animal the 
rabies inspector shall have such 
animal confined in the custody 
of, and observed by, a licensed 
veterinarian^ - . 

Within 24 hours after the dog 
or other animal is confined, the 
vet shall report to the rabies in- 
spector as required by Section 12 
of the. State rabies control act. 
Such dog shall be confined for a 
period often days and the rabies 
inspector notified- as to the final 
disposition of said animal." - •

The best advice that, the Lake 
County Safety Commission can 
give on driving in fog is — don't. 
Never start a trip— not even to 
the nearest drugstore— in your 
car during a visibility-zero situ- 
ation unless the trip is a real 
emergency. Most fogs are short- 
lived. Always wait one out U 
you can. 

If, like nearly all other drivers 
sooner or later, you get caught 
in a fog, protect yourself these 
ways: 

• Reduce your speed drastic* 
ly, all the way to zero if neces- 
sary- ,"U 

• If you can still see the road 
well, proceed cautiously and keep 
your headlights on LOW beam. 
This will light the highway im- 
mediately in front of you and 
cause less trouble for oncoming 
cars. ~--^ 

• Watch the right side of the 
road, not the lane marker or cen- 
terline on your left. This will 
prevent you from accidentally 
drifting to the left and getting 
fiito the wrong lane without real- 
izing it ' 

Although you must keep reduc- 
ing your speed as the fog thick- 
ens, it's best never to travel 
slower than 40 mph on a turnpike 
or freeway. If the Jog becomes 
really dense— no matter where 
you are— pull off at the first exit 
and stop in, a parking area. 

The best maneuver against fog 
says the Safety ' Commission, is 
a delaying action. - Fog is nothing 
but a cloud that will eventually 
IifUmd look pretty In the sunlight.
